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BY-LAWS 
of 

CANADIAN     ELECTRICAL 
ASSOCIATION,  Inc. 


ARTICLE  I.— Affiliation. 

This  Association  (hereinafter  called 
C.EA.)  is  in  affiliation  with  the  Na- 
National  Electric  Light  Association 
(hereinafter  called  the  N.E.L.A.). 
This  Association  shall  have  the  status 
of  a  Geographic  Division  in  the  N.  E. 
L.  A.,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Art.  V. 

All  members  of  either  Association 
residing  in  Canada  shall  be  members 
of  the  C.EA.  and  affiliated  members 
of   the   N.E.L.A. 

In  consideration  of  the  differences 
in  rating  between  Class  A,  B,  D  and  E, 
members  of  the  C.E.A.  and  Class  A, 
B,  D  and  E,  members  of  the  N.E.L.A-, 
C.E.A.  members  will  not  have  the 
privilege  of  voting  at,  though  they 
may  attepd  the  Executive  Sessions  of 
the  N.E.L.A. 

ARTICLE  II.— Headquarters. 

The  location  for  the  Head  Office  of 
the  Association  shall  be  at  the  City  of 
Montreal. 

ARTICLE   III.— Object. 

The  objects  of  this  Association  shall 
be:  (a)  To  advance  the  art  and  science 
of  the  production,  distribution  and  use 


of  electricity  for  light,  heat  and  power, 
whether  for  private  or  public  use  or 
any  other  purpose,  and  to  promote  the 
tedhnical,  scientific  and  professional  in- 
terests of  its  members. 

(b)  To  hold  meetings  for  the  read- 
ing of  papers  and  the  delivery  of  lec- 
tures on  the  subjects  relating  to  any 
of  the  foregoing  objects,  and  for  the 
discussion  of  such  subjects. 

(c)  To  foster  friendly  intercourse  be- 
tween members  of  the  Association. 

(d)  To  stimulate  and  extend  the  use 
of  electricity  for  any  purpose  whatso- 
ever by  means  of  educational  cam- 
paigns carried  on  by  means  of  delivery 
of  lectures  and  addresses,  distribution 
of  literature  and  advertising,  conduct- 
ing of  exhibitions  and  demonstrations, 
and  promotion  and  encouragement  of 
suitable    legislation. 

(e)  To  encourage  the  practice  of 
good,  ethical  business  methods. 

(f)  To  endeavour  to  obtain  fair 
treatment  for  invested  capital  and  to 
bring  about  a  fair  and  enlightened  at- 
titude on  the  part  of  the  public  to- 
wards electrical  developments. 

ARTICLE    IV.— Membership. 

Sec.  1. — Members  shall  be  divided 
into  the  following  classes:

Members. 

Class  (B)   Central    Station    Individual 
Members. 


Class  (C)   Invited   Members. 
Class   (D)   Manufacturer  Company 

Members. 
Class   (E)    Manufacturer   Individual 

Members. 
Class   (F)   Associate  Company 

Members. 
Class   (G)   Associate    Individual 

Members. 
Honorary   Members. 

Sec.  2. — Class  A  members  shall  be 
private  corporations  or  individuals  lo- 
cated in  Canada  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  producing  and  supplying  elec- 
tricity for  light,  heat  or  power  for 
commercial  or  public  use.  They  shall 
be  entitled,  through  their  regularly , ac- 
credited delegates  to  attend  all  meet- 
ings of  this  Association,  to  vote,  and 
to  hold  office. 

Sec.  3. — Class  B  members  shall  be 
officers  or  employees  of  Class  A  mem- 
ber Companies  of  the  C  E.A.;  or  Class 
A  member  companies  of  the  N.E.L^A. 
located  outside  of  Canada,  provided 
said  officers  or  employees  are  located 
in  Canada;  and  they  shall  be  eleq^rcd 
and  continued  only  from  year  to  year 
with  the  written  consent  of  the  Class 
A  Member  Company  with  which  they 
are  connected.  They  shall  have  _  all 
the  privileges  of  Class  A  members,  ex- 
cept the  right  to  vote  and  to  attend  the 
executive  sessions  of  this  Association, 
but  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  such  ex- 
ecutive sessions  upon  obtaining  the 
written  consent  of  the  Class  A  mem- 
ber company  vouching  for  their  mem- 
bership.

Sec.  4. — Class  C  members  shall  be 
officials  of  Public  Service  Commis- 
sions, instructors,  teachers,  or  practi- 
tioners of  engineering  and  related 
sciences  and  of  other  professions,  and 
others  who  are  in  sympathy  with  and 
approve  of  the  objects  of  this  As,so- 
ciation.  They  may  become  or  remain 
members  onlj'^  upon  the  invitation  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  this  As- 
sociation. They  shall  have  all  the 
privileges  of  Class  A  members  except 
the  right  to  vote,  to  hold  elective  office, 
and  to  attend  the  executive  sessions. 

Sec.  5. — ^Class  D  members  shall  be 
companies  or  firms  who  are  located  in 
Canada,  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  electrical  apparatus  or  equipment  for 
■the  production  or  use  of  electricity. 
They  shall  be  entitled  through  their 
regularly  accredited  delegate  to  attend 
all  meetings  of  the  Association,  to 
vote  and   to  hold  office. 

Sec.  6. — Class  E  members  shall  be 
officers  or  employees  of  Class  D  mem- 
ber companies  of  the  C.E.A.  or  Class 
D  member  companies  of  the  N.E.L.A., 
located  outside  of  Canada  provided 
said  officers  or  employees  are  located 
in  Canada;  they  shall  be  elected  or 
continued  from  year  to  year  only  with 
the  written  approval  of  'the  Class  D 
members  with  which  they  are  connect- 
ed. They  shall  have  all  the  privileges 
of  Class  D  members  except  to  attend 
and  to  vote  at  the  Executive  Sessions 
of  the  Association,  but  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  attend  such  executive  sessions 
upon  obtaining  the  written  consent  of

Class  G  members  shall  have  the 
same  privileges  as  Class  F  members. 

Sec.  9. — Honorarjr  members  shall  be 
gentlemen  whose  scientific  or  practical 
knowledge  in  matters  relating  to  the 
electrical  industry  and  whose  efforts 
and  interests  on  behalf  of  said  indus- 
trjr  shall  commend  them  to  this  Asso- 
ciation'. They  shall  be  elected  upon 
unanimous  recommendation  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  approved  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  this  Association. 
They  shall  have    all    the    privileges    of 


companies  or  firms  who  are  located  in 
Canada,  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  electrical  apparatus  or  equipment.for 
the  production  or  use  of  electricity. 
They  shall  be  entitled  through  their 
regularly  accredited  delegate  to  attend 
all  meetings  of  the  Association,  to 
vote  and  to  hold  office. 

Sec.  6. — Class  E  members  shall  be 
officers  or  employees  of  Class  D  mem- 
ber companies  of  the  C.E.A.  or  Class 
D  member  companies  of  the  N.E.L.A., 
located  outside  of  Canada  provided 
said  officers  or  employees  are  located 
in  Canada;  they  shall  be  elected  or 
continued  from  year  to  year  only  with 
the  written  approval  of  -the  Class  D 
members  with  which  they  are  connect- 
ed. They  shall  have  all  the  privileges 
of  Class  D  members  except  to  attend 
and  to  vote  ait  the  Executive  Sessions 
of  the  Association,  but  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  attend  such  executive  sessions 
upon  obtaining  the  written  consent  of 


the    Class    D    member    vouching     for 
their  membership. 

Sec.  7.— Class  F  members  shall  be 
companies  or  firms  of  electrical  job- 
bers, contractors,  dealers,  electrical,  or 
mechanical  engineers,  publishers,  As- 
sociations or  others— corporations  or 
individuals — located  in  Canada  who  are 
directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  iid- 
vancing  the  use  of  electricity.  They 
shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  Class  A 
and  D  members  except  the  right  to 
vote,  to  hold  office  and  to  attend  ex- 
ecutive sessions. 

Sec.  8. — Class  G  members  shall  be 
officers  or  employees  of  Class  F  mem- 
ber Companies  of  the  C.E.A.;  Qr 
Class  F  member  Companies  of  the 
N.E.L.A.  located  outside  of  Canada, 
provided  said  officers  or  employees 
are  located  in  Canada  they  shall  be 
elected  or  continued  from  year  to  year 
only  with  the  written  approval  of  the 
Class  F  members  with  which  they  are 
connected. 

Class  G, 'members  shall  have  the 
same  privileges  as  Class  F  members. 

Sec.  9. — Honorary  members  shall  be 
gentlemen  whose  scientific  or  practical 
knowledge  in  matters  relating  to  the 
electrical  industry  and  whose  efforts- 
and  interests  on  behalf  of  said  indus- 
try shall  commend  them  to  this  Asso- 
ciation. They  shall  be  elected  upo.n 
unanimous  recommendation  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  approved  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  this  Association. 
They  shall  have    all    the    privileges    of 


Class  A  members  except  the  right  to 
vote,  to  hold  elective  office,  and  to  at- 
tend the   executive   session. 

Sec.  10. — Accredited  representatives 
of  Class  A  and  D  members,  or  Class 
B  and  E  members  are  alone  eligible 
to  office  or  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee unless  two  members  chosen 
froin  Classes  F  and  G  are  elected  to 
the  Executive  Committee  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Art.  VI. 
Sec.  2. 

Sec.  11. — In  case  of  a  corporation 
■the  membership  shall  attend  in  the 
name  of  the  Company,  and  such  Com- 
pany shall  have  the  right  to  be  re- 
presented at  any  meeting  of  this  As- 
sociation by  any  one  of  its  officers  or 
directors,  or  bj'^  its  regularly  employed 
manager  or  superintendent.  Each  such 
company  meml)er  shall  have  one  vote 
only  on  the  election  of  officers  and 
Executive  Committee,  and  on  all  ques- 
tions coming  before  exclusive  meet- 
ings of  representatives  of  Class  A 
members,  Class  B  members,  Class  D 
members  and  Class  E  members,  which 
shall  be  designated  as  "Executive  Ses- 
sions." 

Sec.  12. — Every  application  for  ac- 
tive or  associate  membership  shall  be 
made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  and 
must  contain  a  signed  agreement  by 
the  applicant  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Constitution,  if 
elected.  All  applicants  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  if  accepted  by  a  majority  vote,  the 
applicant  shall  be   enrolled  as   a   mem- 
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ber  and  -the  application  placed  on  file. 
If  any  applicant  fails  of  election,  no  no- 
tice of  his  application  shall  be  mad^  in 
the  niinutes  of  the  meeting;  but  the 
application  endorsed  "not  accepted" 
shall  be  placed  on  file. 

Sec.  13. — Resignations  must  be  in 
writing,  addressed  to  the  Secretary, 
and  may  be  accepted  if  the  member  is 
not  in  arrears  for  dues. 

ARTICLE  v.— Dues. 

Sec.  1. — The  dues  charged  for  mem- 
bership in  this  Association  will  cover 
affiliated  membership  in  the  N.E.L.A. 
as  well.  Dues  must  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  C.E.A.  The  C.E.A. 
will  retain  one-half  of  the  dues  paid 
by  its  members.  The  balance  shall  be 
due  and  payable  to  the  N.E.L.A.  by 
the   C.E.A. 

Sec.  2. — The  annual  dues  of  Cen- 
tral Station  Members  (Class  A)  in 
cities  and  towns  of  less  than  5,000  pop- 
ulation, stiall  be  ten  dollars;  in  cities 
and  towns  of  5.000  and  less  than  10,- 
000  shall  be  fifteen  dollars;  in  cities 
and  towns  of  10.000  and  less  than  25,- 
000  shall  be  thirty  dollars;  in  cities 
and  towns  of  25.000  or  more,  shall  be 
fifty  dollars,  plus  one-fiftieth  of  one 
per  cent,  of  the  gross  revenues  from 
the  sale  (retail  or  otherwise)  of  elec- 
tric current  by  the  Company  for  the 
preceding  calendar  year,  provided, 
however,  that  maximum  amount  of 
dues  from  anj'  one  Class  A  member 
shall  not  exceed  Five  Hundred  Dol- 
lars   ($500.00). 


In  the  case  of  a  company  supplying 
current  to  one  or  more  cities  or  towns 
the  combined  population  of  such  cities 
or  towns  served  shall  be  considered_  the 
population  for  determining  fixed  and 
percentage  dues,  except  where  any  of 
the  cities  or  towns  served  are  repre- 
sented by  Central  Station  Alember 
Companies  (Class  A)  in  which  case 
the  population  of  such  cities  and  towns 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  combined 
population  of  cities  and  towns  served 
by  the  supplying  company  in  'the  de- 
termination of  the  rate  of  dues,  and 
the  gross  revenue  received  from  the 
current  sold  by  the  supplying  company 
to  such  Central  Station  member  Com- 
panies (Class  A)  shall  be  deducted 
from  its  total  gross  revenue.  The 
minimum  dues  of  a  supplying  Com- 
pany shall  not  be  less  than  Fifty  Dol- 
lars   per    annum. 

No  syndicate  holding  company  or 
other  corporation  or  Association  con- 
trolling or  managing  electric  light 
companies  shall  be  eligible  'to  mem- 
bership as  a  Class  "A"  'member  un- 
less all  of  its  constituent  electric  light 
companies  are  Class  A  members  of 
the  Association  in  good  standing.  But 
if  all  the  constituent  electric  light  com- 
panies of  any  syndicate,  holding  com- 
pany or  other  corporation  or  associa- 
tion controlling  or  managing  electric 
light  companies  are  Class  A  members 
in  good  standing  in  the  Association, 
said  syndicate,  holding  companies  or 
other  corporations  or  associations  are 
eligible  to  Class  A  membership  in  the 
Association,  and  may  become  Class  A 
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members  after  being  duly  elected  and 
upon  payment  of  dues  of  fifty  dollars 
per  annum. 

Sec.  3. — The  annual  dues  of  Cen- 
tral Station  individual  Members  (Class 
B)  shall  be  three  dollars  including  sub- 
scription to  the  monthly  bulletin,  pub- 
lished by  the  N.E.L.A.  Class  B 
members  may  purchase  at  cost,  Pro- 
ceedings, Handbook, s  and  other  li.ter- 
ature  that  may  be  published  by  the 
N.E.L.A.   for  general   distribution. 

Sec.  4. — The  annual  dues  of  Class 
C  members  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  and  shall  not  ex- 
ceed five  dollars,  including  subscription 
to  the  monthly  bulletin,  published  by 
the  N.E.L.A.  Class  C  members  may 
purchase,  at  cost.  Proceedings,  Hand- 
books, and  other  literature  that  may  be 
published  by  the  N.E.L.A.  for  gen- 
eral   distribution. 

Sec.  5.-^The  annual  dues  of  Manu- 
facturer Company  Member  (Class  D) 
whose  gross  revenues  from  the  sale  of 
electrical  apparatus  and  equipment  for 
the  production  and  use  of  electrical 
energy  to  Class  A  and  Class  F  mem- 
bers or  to  corporations,  firms,  or  in- 
dividuals elegible  to  Class  A  or  Class 
F  membership,  for  the  preceding  cal- 
endar year  is  up  to  $100,000  shall 
be  $20  00;  $225,000,  $45.00;  $400,000, 
$80  00:  $500,000,  $100.00;  $1,000,000, 
and  above  $1,000,000,  $200.00.  The 
minimum  dues  for  any  Class  D  mem- 
ber shall  not  be  less  than  Twenty 
Dollars  per  annum. 
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Sec.  6. — The  annual  dues  of  Manu- 
facturer, Individual  Members  (Class 
E)  shall  be  Three  Dollars,  including 
subscription  to  the  monthly  bulletin, 
published  by  the  N.E.L.A.  Class  E 
members  may  purchase  at  cost,  such 
Proceedings,  Handbooks,  and  other 
literature  that  may  be  published  by  the 
N.E.L.A.   for  general  distribution. 

Sec.  7. — The  annual  dues  of  Asso- 
ciate Member  Companies  (Class  F), 
whose  gross  revenue  from  the  sale  of 
electrical  apparatus,  equipment,  ap- 
pliances, publications,  or  service  for 
the  preceding  calendar  year  is  up  to 
$25,000,  shall  be  $10.00;  $50,000  shall 
be  $15.00;  $100,000  shall  be  $20.00; 
$200,000  shall  be  $25.00;  $350,000  shall 
be  $30.00;  $500,000  shall  be  $40.00; 
and  above  $500,000  shall  be  $50.00. 
The  minimum  dues  of  any  Class  F 
member  shall  not  be  less  than  Ten 
Dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  8. — The  annual  dues  of  Asso- 
ciate Individual  Members  (Class  G) 
shall  be  Three  Dollars,  including  sub- 
scription to  the  monthly  bulletin  pub- 
lished by  the  N.E.L.A.  Class  G 
members  may  purchase,  at  cost,  Pro- 
ceedings, Handbooks,  and  other  lit- 
erature that  may  be  published  bj'  the 
N.E.L.A.    for   general    distribution. 

Sec.  9. — All  dues  shall  be  payable  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  C.E.A.  in  ad- 
vance and  shall  cover  the  calendar 
year.  Any  member  in  arrears  for 
sixty  (60)  daj's  may  be  suspended 
from  membership,  but  may  be  re-in- 
stated when  all  outstanding  dues  have 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  2  {amended). — Executive 
Committee. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Article  VI  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  consist  of  the  President 
.^  and  three  Vice-Presidents,  the  Sec-

The  President  of  the  N.E.L.A. 
or  his  representative  shall  be  ex- 
officio  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 
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been  paid.  In  the  event  of  an  appli- 
cant for  Class  B,  Class  C,  Class  E,  qt 
Class  G  membership  being  elected  af- 
ter July  1st,  the  dues  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year  shall  be  Two  Dollars, 
which  will  entitle  the  member  to  the 
X.E.L.A.  monthly  bulletin  for  the 
remainder   of   the   year. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Officers. 

Sec.  1. — The  officers  shall  be  a  Pre- 
sident and  three  Vice-Presidents,  a 
Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  The  Pre- 
sident, Vice-Presidents,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  shall  be  elected  from  Class 
A  or  Class  B  members  to  serve  one 
year  from  July  1st,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  have  been  elected.  The 
offices  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  may 
be  held  by  one  person.  At  the  option 
of  the  E.xecutive  Committee  a  paid 
Secretary  maj'  be  appointed  who  will 
devote  his  entire  attention  to  the  Sec- 
retarial work  of  this  Association  or  in 
connection  with  similar  duties  of  other 
allied  Assdciaions  or  Societes,  the 
compensaton  to  be  fixed  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Sec.  2. — Executive  Committee. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article 
XVI.  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
consist  of  the  President,  and  three 
\'ice-Presidents,  the  Secretary  and/or 
:he  Treasurer  if  a  member  or  members 
'.'r.t  Association,  and  twelve  other 
~  —h-ers  at  large,  eight  of  whom  shall 
be  elected  from  Class  A  or  B  mem- 
bers and  four  from  Class  D  and  £ 
members.     At  the  first  election,  six  of 
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the  twelve  members  at  large  shall 
serve  for  two  years  and  six  of  the 
twelve  members  at  large  will  be  elect- 
ed annually  and  thereafter  will  serve 
for  one  year  only.  Any  six  members 
at  large  as  above  shall  consist  of  four 
members  from  Class  A  or  B  and  two 
members  from  Classes  D  and  E.  Not- 
withstanding what  is  hereinabove  set 
forth,  a  Regular  Executive  Session 
may  during  any  year  or  years  elect  two 
members  from  Classes  F  and/or  G 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  thus  in- 
creasing, for  such  year,  the  number 
of  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, as  above  set  forth,  by  two. 
The  President  will  act  as  Chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  Any  one 
or  more  of  the  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  may  be  removed  from 
office  by  the  majority  vote  at  a  gen- 
eral executive  session  duly  called  for 
the  purpose,  and  new  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  may  be  elected 
by  such  Executive  Session  to  fill  the 
vacancies  created. 

The  President  of  the  N.E.L.A.  or 
his  representative  shall  be  ex-officio  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  3. — Duties  of  the  President. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  call  meetings  of 
the  Executicve  Committee  on  the  re- 
quest or  with  the  consent  of  three 
members  of  said  Commitee,  and  when 
directed  by  the  said  Committee,  shall 
call  special  general  executive  sessions, 
countersign    all    cheques   for    disburse- 
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ment,  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  provided  for  in  this  Constitu- 
tion or  by  vote  of  the  Association,  and 
generally  manage  the  affairs  of  ^he 
Association  and  promote  its  interests. 

The  President  shall  be  the  represen- 
tative of  the  C.E.A.  on  the  National 
Executive  Committee  of  the  N.E.L.A. 

Sec.  4. — Duties  of  Vice-Presidents. 

The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  President  perform  his 
duties  All  Vice-Presidents  shall  assist 
the  President  whenever  he  may  ask 
for  such  assistance. 

Sec.  5. — Duties  of  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  shall  attend  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  and  Executive 
Committee,  keep  a  record  of  proceed- 
ings thereat,  notify  members  of  their 
election  and  of  all  meetings,  collect  all 
dues  and  forward  them  when  collect- 
ed to  the  Treasurer  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  the  President  or  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  direct.  He 
shall  report  at  every  Annual  Conven- 
tion on  the  state  of  the  membership 
of  the  Association  and  other  matters 
of  general  interest  to  the  members. 

Sec.  6. — Duties  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  correct  ac- 
count of  all  cash  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments, assets  and  liabilities  of  the  As- 
sociation; deposit  all  the  funds  of  the 
Association  in  a  chartered  bank  ap- 
proved by  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  make  no  payments  unless  author- 
ized   by    the      Executive      Committee; 
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make  all  payments  by  cheque,  counter- 
signed by  the  President.  He  shall  fur- 
nish bonds  satisfactory  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  He  shall  submit  at 
every  Annual  Convention  a  financial 
statement  for  the  preceding  calendar 
year. 

Sec.     7. — Duties    of    the     Executive 
Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
the  governing  body  of  the  i\.ssociatipn; 
they  shall  manage  the  funds  of  the 
Association;  pass  upon  all  applications 
for  membership  and  the  eligibility  of 
applicants,  subject  to  the   Constitution. 

Sec.    8. — Administrative    Committee. 

The  Administrative  Committee  shall 
consist  of  five  members  appointed 
from  time  to  time  from  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  by  the  Pre- 
sident and  holding  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  President.  The  Admin- 
istrative Committee  shall  assist  the 
President  in  carrying  out  the  instriic- 
tions  and  policj'  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  shall  have  such  other  povy- 
ers  as  are  conferred  upon  it  by  the 
Executive   Committee. 

Sec.   9. — Execution  of   Contracts, 

All  contracts  shall  be  signed  on  be- 
half of  the  Association  by  the  Presi- 
dent or  Vice-President  and  by  the 
Secretary  or  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII.— Election  of  Officers. 

Sec.  1. — At  the  first  executive  ses- 
sion   of   the    Annual     Convention,      the 
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President  with  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  a 
Nominating  Committee  of  five  mem- 
bers from  Class  A  and  Class  B.  The 
Nominating  Committee  so  appointed 
shall  hold  open  sessions  at  which  any 
accredited  representative  of  a  Central 
Station  Company  Member  (Class  A) 
or  a  Manufacturer  Company  Mem- 
ber (Class  D)  may  suggest  nomina- 
tions for  any  of  the  offices  to  be  fill- 
ed. The  Nominating  Committee  shall 
at  a  subsequent  executive  session, 
bring  in  the  names  of  those  recom- 
mended by  it  for  the  several  offices  to 
be   filled. 

If  there  is  no  contest  for  the  offices 
the  Secretary  shall  be  instructed  to  cast 
one  ballot  for  the  list  of  nominees 
presented  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee. 

If  there  is  a  contest  for  the  offices 
tlie  election  shall  take  place  in  the 
following   order: 

1.  The  President. 

2.  The  Vice-Presidents. 

3.  The  Secretary. 

4.  The  Treasurer. 

5.  The  six   members   of  the   Execu- 

tive Committee. 

All  officers  and  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  may  be  re-elect- 
ed. 

Sec.  2. — Procedure. 

The  President  having  read  the  re- 
port of  the  Nominating  Committee, 
shall   appoint    two    members   to   act    as 
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tellers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  col- 
lect the  ballots,  count  the  votes,  and 
report  the  results  to  the  President. 
A  nominee  for  any  office  cannot  act  as 
teller  at  the  election  for  that  office. 

The  President  shall  call  for  nomina- 
tions for  the  first  office  on  the  list 
above,  allowing  two  minutes,  or  more 
at  his  discretion,  for  making  nomina- 
tions, after  which  he  shall  declare  the 
nominations  closed.  Any  member 
present  may  nominate  any  other  elig- 
ible member  for  any  office  or  for 
membership  in  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Every  member  shall  deposit  with  the 
tellers  a  paper  ballot  bearing  the 
name  of  the  nominee  or  nominees  for 
whom  he  desires  to  vote,  and  nothing 
else. 

The  tellers  having  reported  the  re- 
sult of  any  vote,  the  President  shall 
declare  elected  the  nominee  or  no- 
minees receiving  the  greatest  number 
of  votes  unless  in  the  case  of  officers, 
such  number  be  less  than  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast.  If  no  nominee  re- 
ceives a  majority  of  the  votes  cast, 
the  nominee  receiving  the  least  num- 
ber shall  be  retired  from  the  contest, 
and  a  new  ballot  shall  be  taken,  to  be 
repeated,  if  necessary,  until  a  i-.ominee 
shall  have  received  a  majority  of  the 
votes  This  shall  not  apply  to  the 
election    of   the    Executive    Committee. 

The  procedure  set  forth  above  shall 
be  followed  in  the  election  of  the  dif- 
ferent officers. 
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In  electing  members  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  for  the  six  vacancies 
caused  by  the  retirement  of  four  re- 
presentatives from  Class  A  and  B  and 
two  representatives  from  Class  D  and 
E,  six  names  must  be  written  on  each 
ballot  paper  and  the  four  members 
from  Class  A  and  B  and  the  two 
members  from  Class  D  or  E  receiv- 
ing the  greatest  nvimber  of  votes  re- 
presenting each  class  shall  be  elected. 
At  the  first  election  following  incor- 
poration the  said  procedure  shall  be 
followed  once  with  respect  to  members 
to  be  elected  for  a  period  of  two  years 
and  once  with  respect  to  members  to 
be  elected  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

At  the  request  of  three  members 
present,  made  immediately  after  the 
result  of  an}'  election  has  been  an- 
nounced, a  recount  of  the  votes  shall 
be  made  by  two  new  scrutineers  ap- 
pointed   by    the    President. 

At  the  close  of  the  sitting  at  which 
election's  are  held,  the  President  shall 
destroy  all  the  ballots. 

Sec.  3. — Vacancies  in  Office. 

Vacancies  from  any  cause,  in  any 
office,  including  membership  in  the 
Executive  Committee,  occurring  be- 
tween Conventions,  shall  be  filled  for 
the  remainder  of  the  current  term,  by 
the    Executive   Committee. 

ARTICLE    VIII.— Meetings. 

(a)  The  Association  shall  hold  a 
Convention  annuallj^  during  June  or 
July  of  each  year  at  a  place  to  be  se- 
lected   as    provided    by    Sec.   2   of   this 
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Article,  and  at  such  time  as  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  for  the  year  in 
which  such  Convention  is  held  may 
decide.  Special  general  meetings,  Ex- 
ecutive Sessions  (as  meetings  of  re- 
presentatives of  Class  A  members  and 
Class  D  members  shall  be  designated) 
and  meetings  of  the  Executive  Com.- 
mittee  may  be  held  as  provided  by  Ar- 
ticle VI,  Section  3.  Notice  of  each 
meeting  shall  be  mailed  to  each  mgii- 
ber  entitled  to  vote  therat  at  least 
two  days  before  the  date  of  such 
meeting,  unless  each  member  entitled 
to  receive  such  notice,  who  had  not 
received  such  notice  shall  sign  over 
written   waiver   of   such   notice. 

(b)  One  or  more  Executive  Ses- 
sions shall  be  held  during  the  progress 
of  every  annual  convention  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  Officers  and  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  to  consider  all 
other  matters  affecting  the  manage- 
ment or  interests  of  the  Association. 

(c)  The  President  may  issue  invi- 
tation cards  or  badges  to  persons  who 
are  not  members  of  Association  to 
attend  the  general  sittings  of  any  An- 
nual Convention  as  guests  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

Sec.  2. — Place  of  Annual  Convention. 

At  every  convention,  the  Associa- 
tion sitting  as  a  whole,  shall  be  a  vote 
taken  by  ballot  select  the  place  of  the 
next  Annual  Convention  or  by  inotion 
refer  the  decision  to  the  Executive 
Committee  or  to  be  elected  at  said 
Convention. 
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Sec.  3. — Quorum. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article 
XVI,  ten  members  of  Class  A  and/or 
Class  D  members  of  whom  not  less 
than  eight  shall  be  Class  A  members, 
shall  be  a  quorum  for  business  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Association.  At  meet- 
ings of  the  Executive  Committee  the 
quorum  shall  be  five,  of  which  three 
shall  be  Class  A  and  or  B. 

ARTICLE   IX.— Exhibitions. 

The  Executive  Committee  ma^''  au- 
thorize the  holding  of  such  exhibitions 
or  contests  as  it  may  deem  proper 
at  such  times  and  places  as  it  may  de- 
signate or  assign.  Such  exhibitions 
and  such  contests  held  vmder  the  aus- 
pices of  the  C.E.A.  shall  be  govern- 
ed by  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
the  Executive  Committee  or  its  dele- 
gates shall  prescribe,  or  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  N.E.L.A.  These  exhibitions  or 
contests  may  be  subsidized  by  the 
C.E.A.  at  the  discretion  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

ARTICLE   X.— Committees. 

Sec.  1. — At  any  Annual  Convention 
the  members  shall  decide  by  resolu- 
tion what  Special  Committees,  if  any, 
shall    be    appointed    for     the      ensuing 

term. 

The  members  having  decided  by  re- 
solution what  Special  Committees  are 
necessary,  the  appointment  of  the  per- 
sonnel of  such  committees  shall  be 
made  by  the  President-elect. 
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All  such  Committees  shall  serve 
from  ithe  close  of  the  Convention  at 
which  they  are  appointed  until  the 
close  of  the  next  following  Conven- 
tion. 

The  member  first  named  on  any- 
Special  Committee  shall  be  the  Con- 
venor thereof.  At  its  first  meeting 
every  such  Committee  shall  elect  a 
Chairman,  who  shall  thereafter  be  the 
Convenor. 

All  Special  Committees  shall  make 
a  report  at  the  Annual  Convention  fol- 
lowing their   election. 

Sec.  2. — The  Executive  Committee 
may  appoint  Provincial  Coitimittees  in 
the  various  Provinces  of  Canada  for 
the  purpose  of  increasing  membership 
and  assisting  the  Executive  Committee 
in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  Asso- 
ciation in  their  respective  Provinces. 
Said  Provincial  Committees  shall  e_ach 
elect  a  Chairman  and  Secretary  and 
notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Association 
of  such  election.  On  the  request  of  a 
majority  of  any  such  Provincial  Com- 
mittee, the  Executive  Committee  may, 
at  its  discretion,  authorize  said  Pro- 
vincial Committee  to  hold  a  Provin- 
cial Convention  under  the  auspices  of 
this    Association. 

Sec.  3. — The  Executive  Committee 
upon  application  of  any  Class  A  or  D 
members  having  in  its  employ  not  less 
than  10  Class  B  or  E  members  may 
authorize  the  organization  of  any  or 
all  of  the  officers  and  ernployees  of 
said  Class  A  or  D  members  into  a 
Company  Section  or  a  Local  Section  of

the  C.E.A.,  the  Officers,  Executive 
Committee  and  Committee  Chairman 
of  which  shall  be  elected  from  Class  B 
or   E  membership. 

A  Company  Section  may  include  as 
Limited  Members,  those  employees  of 
Class  A  and  O  members  who  desire 
to  participate  in  the  local  section's 
activities,  but  who  are  not  yet  quali- 
fied for  Class  B  or  Class  E  member- 
ship. The  dues  from  such  Limited 
Members  shall  go  into  the  Local  Sec- 
tion  Treasury. 

Sec.  4. — The  Executive  Committee 
may  authorize  if  it  deems  it  advisable, 
the  formation  of  Geographic  Divisions 
of  the  C.E.A.  to  include  one  or  more 
Provinces  or  parts  of  Provinces  as  the 
case  may  be.  The  members  compris- 
ing such  Division  of  the  Association 
may  pursue  the  objects  of  the  Asso- 
ciation in  any  manner  which  to  them 
may  seem  fit,  provided  the  same  shall 
not  be  in  contravention  of  the  by-law,s, 
policy  and  spirit  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE   XI.— Auditor. 

The  President  shall  appoint  one 
auditor  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year,  and  present  a  written  report  at 
the   following  Annual   Convention. 

ARTICLE  XII.— Order  of  Business. 

The  following  shall  be  the  order  of 
business  at  all  Annual  Conventions  in 
general  session,  time  for  general  busi- 
ness, reading  of  papers  and  discus- 
sions   being  allowed   between  or  after 
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the  following  orders,  as  may  be  ar- 
ranged by  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  if  not  so  arranged,  at  the  discre- 
tion  of  the   Chairman. 

1 .  Reading  and  approval  of  the 
minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Conven- 
tion. 

2.  Reports  of  Secretary  and  Fin- 
ancial Statement  of  Treasurer. 

3.  Report  of  Auditors. 

4.  Other  Reports  and  Communica- 
tions. 

5.  Consideration  of  Reports  and 
Communications. 

6.  Naming  of  Special   Committees. 

7.  General    Business. 

8.  Selection  of  place  for  next  An- 
nual  Convention. 

At  Executive  Sessions  the  order  of 
business   shall  be: 

1 .  Reading  of  Minutes  of  last  Ex- 
ecutive Session. 

2.  Reports    and    Communications. 

3.  Unfinished    business. 

4.  New  business. 

5.  Elections. 

ARTICLE  XIII.— Rules  of  Order. 

(a)      Voting. 

1 .  Except  where  voting  by  ballot 
is  prescribed  herein,  the  Chair- 
man shall  take  the  sense  of  the 
meeting  by  voice,  or  by  asking 
members  to  stand,  but  on  de- 
mand of  two  Class  A  members 
or  two  Class  D  members,  the 
Secretary  shall  record  the  yeas 
and  nays. 
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2.  The  Chairman  shall  not  vote 
except  in  case  of  a  tie,  when 
he  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 
Voting  by  proxy  shall  not  be 
allowed. 

(b)  All  motions  must  be  seconded 
and  shall,  except  those  of  a 
purely  routine  character,  be 
made   in   writing. 

(c)  No  member,  unless  allowed  by 
the  President,  shall  speak  more 
than  once  on  any  question,  mo- 
tion or  amendment,  or  at  greater 
length  than  five  minutes.  The 
mover  of  a  motion  shall  have  the 
additional  right  to  close  the  dis- 
cussion. 

(d)  Any  motion  may  be  reconsider- 
ed immediately  after  its  adop- 
tion, i.e.,  re-voted  upon  without 
discussion,  on  the  demand  of 
three  active  members  present. 
The  result  of  such  a  re-vote 
shall  be  final. 

(e)  The  President  shall  decide  all 
points  of  order.  An  appeal  may 
be  taken  without  debate  against 
his  ruling,  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  voting  members  present 
being  required  to  reverse  the 
ruling. 

(f)  Todd's  Parliamentary  Practice 
shall  be  the  governing  law  of 
the  Association  in  all  cases  not 
provided  for  in  its  own  Constitu- 
tion or  By-laws. 

(g)  The  signature  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee   to    any    resolution     shall 
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give  to  such  resolution  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  the  same 
had  been  unanimously  adopted 
by  all  the  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  at  a  meeting 
duly  called  for  the  ounose  of 
considering    same. 

ARTICLE  XIV.— Seal. 

The  seal  of  the  Association  shall  be 
kept  at  the  chief  office  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  shall  not  be  used  without 
the  consent  of  one  of  the  officers  of 
the   Association. 

ARTICLE   XV.— Amendments. 

Amendments  to  the  By-laws  of  the 
Association  (including  the  amendment 
or  repeal  of  existing  by-laws  or  the 
enactment  of  new  by-laws)  may  be 
made  at  any  General  Meeting,  Sperial 
General  Meeting  called  for  the  purpose 
or  Executive  Session  in  the  following 
manner: 

1.  Notice  of  proposed  amendment 
in  writing,  after  having  been  subrnit- 
ted  to  the  meeting  shall  be  referred  to 
a  Committee  of  three  members,  two 
at  least  of  whom  shall  be  from  Class 
A  and  or  B,  appointed  by  the  Chair- 
man. 

2.  Said  Committee  shall  report  to 
the  meeting  said  amendment  in  its  or- 
iginal form,  or  with  such  alterations 
in  the  form  as  said  Committee  shall 
deem  advisable  to  recommend,  with- 
out altering  the  sense  or  purport  of  the 
amendment. 
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3.  Tlie  amendment  maj'  not  be 
voted  upon  at  the  same  sitting  at 
which  the  said  notice  is  submitted. 

4.  A  two-thirds  vote  of  voting 
members  present  sliall  be  required  to 
carry    the    amendment. 

5.  If  the  meeting  is  not  held  during 
an  annual  convention,  the  notice  of 
proposed  amendments  must  be  sent  to 
all  Class  A  and  Class  D  member  com- 
panies with  notice  of  si:ch  meeting  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  date  set  for 
it.  unless  such  members  sign  a  written 
waiver  of  such   notice. 

But  such  amendment  or  variation  to 
the  By-laws  shall  not  be  in  force  or 
acted  on  until  the  approval  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  of  Canada  has  been 
obtained. 
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
